INCREASED SOVIET PRESENCE IN MOZAMBIQUE SEEN WORRYING SOUTH AFRICA

[Article by Pamela Diamond: "“Brezhnev's Challenge to Pretoria” ] 


[Text] The production had been well organized. The port of Maputo resounded with 
the music of the Soviet Navy to welcome two warships from the “big brother" in 
Moscow at the end of last week. A few hours later, the Russian ambassador, 
Valentin Vdovin, announced that more warships would follow. He also made a solemn 
promise: "We shall know how to give a fitting anewer to those who attack our 
friends.” 


Tensions suddenly rose in Southern Africa, where Western diplomats are asking thenm- 
selves whether the Soviets are on the verge of a direct conflict with South Africa. 


On 30 January, Pretoria's troops launched a murderous attack against the head- 
quarters of the ANC. The attack, which was carried out in the suburbs of Maputo, 
was very bold. Its consequences would be spectacular, because Samora Machel would 
immediately ask for--and obtain--Moscow's assistance. The Soviets have always 
supported Machel's regime, with which they have signed a friendship treaty; but 
never before had they assumed such a threatening attitude in this region of Africa. 


As a result, the South African regime is suddenly evidencing bellicose intentions 
of its own. “South African Prime Minister Piet Botha stated last week that "the 
Soviet threats will not prevent us from again attacking the ANC bases in Mozambique 
or eleewhere. We are not looking for a fight with our neighbors. However, we shall 
not allow terrorist groups manipulated from abroad to destabilize our area." 


Convinced that the Soviets have decided to create the kind of instability that 
will allow them to control the rich mineral resources and the region's strategic 
positions, Pretoria's leaders are also resolved to use strong measures. 


The threats weighing on their country are real. According to Magnus Malan, minister 
‘f defense in the Botha government, there are reportedly more than 300 Soviet tanks 
in Angola, as well as 350 armored vehicles and all kinds of fighter planes, including 
Mig-21. The Soviets reportedly have also shipped to Mozambique more than 250 tanks, 
400 armored vehicles and aircraft, and now ships as well. 





Nevertheless, some observers remain skeptical in regard to Soviet intentions. One 
of them says: “Moscow stil! does not have sufficient logistical forces to attack 
South Africa.” Others insist that the Soviets, already trapped in Afghanistan 
and Poland, would not embark on 4 new adventure in the heart of a etrategic region 
80 igportant in the eyes of the Weatern world. This belief is reinforced by the 
present firmness evidenced by the new U.5. administration. 


A diplomat states that “the Soviet operation ie a bluff. They are telling them- 
selves that their warships will intimidate the South Africans and so dissuade 
them from engaging in new operations against Mozambique. This is the goal they 
are pursuing.” 


Information from Maputo shows, however, that President Mache! ‘as ordered the 
transfer of Mig squadrons from the north to the southern part of che country, 
about 100 kms from the South African border. It is therefore feared that these 
planes, piloted by Soviet personnel, could soon begin reprisal operations against 
the South African “racists.” Again, many experts reassure themselves by affirming 
that Pretoria's Mirage intercept planes are vastly superior to the Soviet aircraft. 


However, everyone is sure of one thing: Soviet penetration in Southern Africa 
and the encirclement of South Africa are becoming more marked, thanks especially 
to Mozambique. Samora Machel's Mozambique is even the one country among the most 
progressive nations in the region which has more clearly aligned itself with 
Moscow. 


Therefore, the recent displays of power and the spectacular statements made by 
the Soviet ambassador can only feed the apprehension of the Western military 
attache who declared the other day to our magazine: "If the South Africans 
attempt another incursion in Mozambican territory, the Soviets will intervene 
directly.”

ALLEGED USE OF ANGOLAN, NAMIBIAN SOLDIERS IN SOUTH AFRICAN ATTACKS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 13 Feb 81 pp 1, 4 


[Text] Angolan and Namibian citizens abducted by South African troops in southern 
Angola are being trained as paratrooper commandos by the minority regime of Pretoria, 
and subsequently attached to units that engage in attacks against the African coun- 
tries neighboring the RSA. This information was given to the national press yester- 
day by an Angolan who recently escaped from South Africa and who is in our country. 


Afonso Ndonga, aged 34, a native of Moxico, was captured in July 1978, together with 
seven other comrades from the FAPLA, near N'giva (Pereira D'fica), when his group 

was caught in an ambush set by the Pretorian troops during one of their many raids 
on Angolan territory. 


Ndonga told us: "We were taken by helicopter, with our hands tied and blindfolded, 

to a South African military camp in Namibia, in Lundu. From there, they took us by 
plane to Durban, South Africa, stopping in Pretoria." When he arrived in that coastal 
city, in Natal Province, he was taken with his comrades to a commando training camp. 
Some time later, more Angolans and Namibians who were also abducted during the South 
African attacks on Angola arrived there. The subject of our interview continued: 





"They gave us training as commandos and paratroopers in a 6 month course, which we 
completed in January 1979. At its conclusion they told us: ‘Now you are South African 
soldiers. Forget where you came from.'" 


At the headquarters where Afonso Ndonga was held there were several units of special 
troops of the Pretoria minority regime, including naval forces. Since it could not 
be otherwise, apartheid was in effect there too: 


"There was total separation between the white and black soldiers. Also, the only 
black soldiers there were those of us who had been abducted in Angola. We were 
strictly forbidden to have any contact with the population. Since many of us did 
not understand English, there were four Portuguese who served as interpreters." 


Aegression Against Zambia 


What was the purpose of this action on the part of the South Africans? Why did they 
train persons abducted from neighbor.ng African countries? The answers t~ these 
questions were given to us by Afonso Ndonga, when he continued his state ents: 








"In May 1979, they summoned all of us, black and white, and ordered us to pack our 
knapsacks and wear civilian clothes, The weapons had to be concealed in the packs. 
They put us on a plane and took us to Salisbury. When we arrived there, they gave 
ue Rhodesian uniforms and sent us by plane to Kariba. The purpose was to blow up 
Zambian ships anchored on the other shore of the lake, on the Zambian side." 


"Were they military or civilian ships?" we inquired. 


"Civilian ships used for river transportation. We went by night and set up an 
ambush, while the explosives technicians dynamited the ships. We arrived later, 
but without further incident. The same airplane that brought us took us back to 
Durban.” 


Afonso Ndonga then remarked that he remained over a year at the aforementioned 
commando base near Durban, until he escaped to Mozambique at the end of last year. 


The next question was: "Did you take part in other action during that period?" 


"No," he answered. "The group to which I was assigned was not called for any other 

mission. We spent all our time training: parachute jumping, lessons with explosives, 
etc. Once they showed us a film of the Israeli raid on Entebbe. Another time, they 
showed us an American film explaining the Americans’ technique for ambushes in Viet- 


nan. 


He continued: "But we found out that another group stationed in Capetown carried out 
an operation in Zambia as well, near Lusaka. They said that they were going to 
attack military units in Zambia, but we figured that they really went to attack 
South African refugee camps." 


"How did you learn about that operation?" 


"I found out because the main base was in Durban, and the other groups that went for 
operations always went through there. That was how we learned about things." 


"Do vou know whether Angolan citizens were also used in that operation, or citizens 
of any other independent African country? 


"No, as far as I know they were not. There were only white South Africans." 
Target: Mozambique 


Afonso Ndonga's account reached the point where he undertook his escape. It was a 
point of particular interest to us Mozambicans: 


"On 9 December 1980, the cam; commander summoned all the soldiers and said that, in 
March 1981, we would all be leaving there, and going to a camp located near the 
Zimbabwe border with Mozambique. It is a camp called Palaborwa, located a few 
dozen kilometers from the Mozambican border. He also told us that, during the 

year then beginning, we would have a very important mission to carry out, but he 
did not tell us what it would be." 











Those statements naturally gave the impression that this mobilization of commando 
units to areas near the borders with our country was part of the escalation of 
aggression that the Pretoria minority regime was carrying out against our people 
and our nation. 


The meeting with the commander mentioned by the subject of our interview was the 
origin of his escape. He related: 


"One of my Angolan comrades asked what mission it was that we were to perform in 
1981. The commander did not reply, and asked who was most interested in finding 
out about it. Another comrade and I raised our hands. On that occasion, he did 
nothing, but only said that he could not answer for security reasons. But, the next 
day, he ordered our arrest. We were sent to the military police in Durban, and it 
was from there that we three eventually escaped." 


"Did you all succeed in reaching Mozambique?" we asked. 


"No, only I. We had to walk for days, hidden in the brush; and, at one point, we 
were spotted by two helicopters that began firing machine guns at us. The other two 
were hit, and I think that one was killed. I managed to save myself, because I hid 
in a water conduit. I walked for over 2 weeks, eating only sugar cane." 


Afonso Ndonga is now awaiting the time when une will return to his country, where his 
wife and children are waiting for him.

BISSAU REACTS VIOLENTLY TO PAICV ESTABLISHMENT IN CAPE VERDE 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 22 Jan 81 p 1 


[Text] Almost 25 years after the founding of the PAIGC and 8 years after Comrede 
Amilcar Cabral's villainous assassination, the Cape Verde leaders have dealt the 
most violent and incomparable blow to our people's most powerful combat apparetus 
and Cabral's »« ‘erly work, the PAIGC. 


In fact, on January, 150 people, ‘or the most part unconnected with the armed 
struggle for .. veration of the Guinea and Cape Verde people against Portuguese 
colonial fascitem, decided to establish in Cape Verde a party which they called 
PAICV [Afr.can Independence Party of Cape Verde). We think that the Cape Verde 
leaders could have waited one more day so that on 20 January, and following the 
example of colonialism and their agents, they might fire one more deadly shot at 
Amilcar Cabral's dead body. 


And besides, as if by the irony of fate, we are going to find as figureheads of 
said party, persons who, during the 6 years of Guinea-Bissau's independence did 
nothing but work long and hard to fashion a self-centered elite which was to strive 
‘mrelentingly to stir up dissension between the people and the PAIGC. Some even 
signed messages for opening common graves where they were to bury the PAIGC ;ules 
determined by the immortal Comrade Amilcar Cabral. 


These 150 people, poorly informed on the 14 November Readjustment Movement, later 
assembled at the PAIGC National Conference, changed into the First PAICV Congress, 
intending to put an end to the Cabral's party. And these are the same people who 
some day previously claimed to be the only heirs to the Cabral legacy. 


But, it may surprise many people, that some individuals until then trustworthy, 
pretend to be for, etful and not know that only Congress, the Party's highest court, 
can disband the PA,:GC. 


This goes to show to what despair, lack of courage and cloudy shortsightec». 
in sum, the fear of dialog can lead. 


After all this, it is now easier to understand the ease with which the Cape Verde 
leaders wanted to label 14 November action, as an “adventurous blow." 


but now, it is appropriate and right to discuss the question, who is adventuresome? 








As we have already mentioned, the aim of the 14 November Movement, a8 experience 
has already shown, was to allow the Party to be in fact society's leading force 
and forestall any small group, eager for power, from changing the combat apparatus 
into an inetrument of oppression, fear and death. And we firmly declare that the 
apirit which animated the 14 November [movement] is the same which prevailed in 
Cassaca and saved the PAIGC from complete collapse. In the deposed government, 
many evile had gradually developed (favoritiem, nepotiem and a domineering spirit) 
which in 1964 was reducing the party's capability for intervention and struggle. 


Today in Bissau, revolutionary violence prevailed just as it did yesterday in 
Cassaca, isolating and alienating those who were thinking of converting the revo~ 
lution into a mere gala feast. 


The Cape Verde leaders were disloyal to Amilcar Cabral's memory in a veritable 
“witeheraft council” ritual. Those who yesterday were afraid (with few exceptions) 
of the combat fronts, have today continued resolutely down the path of betrayal. 


With the founding of the PAICV, result of an alliance of a half dozen Party lead- 
ere in Cape Verde, with a emall right-wing middle class and with those who after 
all were always againet unity, Aristides Pereira has put a noose around his neck.

FRG DONATES TO COLLEGE--The West German Government has given a Kenyan agricultural 
college 902,419/- in training aid. Presenting the cheque, West German Ambassador 
Alfred Kuehn said his government wanted to continue helping the Third World 
develop technical skills. The money will cover the training expenses of 39 stu- 
dents from 10 African countries at Egerton College, Njoro. The sponsorship is the 
highest given to any African training institution in agriculture and livestock for 
the past five years by West Germany, according to the Ambassador. The envoy, who 
was accompanied to the college by his wife, said his government had decided to 
increase the number of sponsored students from 20 to 39. The non-Kenyan students 
are mainly from Uganda, Tanzania, Burundi, Lesotho, Botewana and Malawi. Dr. 
Kuehn said West Germany would continue aid to Kenya and other African countries 
by sponsoring students at the college. The college principal, Dr. Obwaka, thanked 
the West German Government for its continued financial aid. He said sponsorwhip 
schemes have enabled the college to offer necessary skills in agriculture. He 
appealed to other rich countries to consider such aid. 


NIGERIAN CARS TO GHANA--An agreemer. under which Nigeria is to supply Ghana 300 
vehicles at a total cost of 1,165 million Naira has been signed in Lagos. The 
vehicles will be made up of 200 Peugeot GL cars and 100 Volkswagen cars. Minister 
of Finance, Mr. Victor Igwe Masi, signed the agreement on behalf of the Federal 
Government while Ghana's Minister of Commerce and Transport, signed for his coun- 
try. In a speech at the ceremony, Mr. Masi disclosed that the repayment preiod 
for the vehicles would take effect from 1982, with a minimum interest rate of 
eight per cent. He explained that this was done in furtherance of the usual 
brotherly attitude of the Federal Government towards African states. The minister 
expressed the hope that this country's gesture would help strengthen the true 
friendship of African hospitality and relationship, and the objectives of the 
Economic Community of West African States (ECOWAS). Replying, the Ghanaian 
minister expressed deep gratitude «f his government and people to the Federal 
Government.

ASSISTANCE TO RETURNEES=-Luanda, 12--The ANGOP [ANGOLAN PRESS AGENCY] reports that 
nearly 2,000 Angolans returning from the Republic of Zaire, where they had taken 
refuge owing to colonial oppression and exploitation, have been assigned to various 
enterprises located in the municipality of Belize, in Cabinda Province. Up until 
1975 there were almost a million individuals from various parte of Angola, mainly 
in the northern section of the country, living on Zairian territory. A considerable 
number of them returned after the minimal conditions for their rehabilitation were 
created.

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GOVERNMENT REVIEWING COTTON, SUGAR PRICES

LAST weekend the vice-president and 
minister of finance, Mr. Mwai Kibaki, 
had some good news for cotton and 
sugar growers. While speaking at a 
fund-raising rally for primary schools 
in Murmmias division of Kakamega Dist. 
rict, Kibaki said that the government 
was in the process of reviewing cotton 
and sugar prices. Mumias happens to 
grow both crops so Kibaki's disclosure 
must have come as a double blessing to 
the people there. The government's 
intention in reviewing the prices of 
these two commodities was to create 
greater incentive for farmers to step-up 
production. Kibaki. however, cautioned 
against concentrating too much on 
sugar cane and advised farmers to 
diversify into other crops as well. 
Though he did not disclose when the 
government would announce the results 
of the review. Kibaki gave the impress- 
ion it might be quite soon. This news 
will come as a relief, especially to sugar 
cane growers. Over the last two to three 
years. many farmers have put large 
acreages of land under sugar cane. To

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their dismay, however, many have 
found out that they were too far away 
from the factories which would have to 
crush the cane. Without sugar compa. 
nies providing transport for the cane 
from small-scale farmers, a situation 
soon devel where many farmers 
were saddled with loans after convert. 
ing their farms to sugar cane, which 
then lay rotting in the fields because 
the cost of transporting it to the 
factories was prohibitive. 

Of all the complaints about low 
prices for sugar farmers, that of Mr. 
Onyango Midika, the member of 
parliament and one-time secretary of 
the sugar workers union, was about the 
loudest. Quite recently Midika warned 
that many sugar farmers would cease 
growing cane and turn their farms into 
pasturage for grazing livestock. The 
official price for a tonne of cane is shs. 
1$3, Midika points out, but the cost of 
transporting the cane from outgrowers’ 
farms to the sugar factories requires 
that at least shs.206 per tonne be paid.

"NEW PHASE OF OLD WRANGLING'

ONCE again the old in-fighting within 
the Central Organisation of Trade 
Unions (Cotu) has reared its head in 
circumstances that have caused many 
observers to wonder whether the 
current quarrels relate to Cotu affairs or 
are merely persona’ disagreements 
between rival factions within Cotu's 
leadership. Matters came to a head last 
Friday when the executive board 
announced that it had suspended its 
t\reasurer-general. Mr. Were Ogutu. The 
decision to suspend Ogutu was 
prompted by Ogutu's letter to the 
commissioner of police Mr. Ben Gethi, 
claiming that the secretary-general of 
Cotu. Mr. Juma Boy. had hired thugs to 
intimidate him. 

‘Indications are that Ogutu actually 
wrote the letter to the commissioner of 
police. But the decision to suspend 
Ogutu for that step was immediately 
regarded by many within the Cotu 
hierarchy as unwarranted. Cotu's 
chairman-general. Mr. Fred Omido. 
himself. said that the action was not in 
the interests of Cotu. He especially felt 
that in view of the impending Cotu 
general election scheduled for May. a 
suspensiun of a senior Cotu official was 
quite .uniimely. Moreover, Cotu had 
agreed in 1979 with the then minister of 
labour ths: there were to be no suspensions 
of officiais until after the elections. Boy 
had apparently fot received that 
agreement happily and the rift between 
him and Ogutu is said to have started 
from then. 
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To suspend Ogutu while investiga- 
tions of his claims were in process 
moreover. was seen as hasty action by 
observers within Cotu, affiliated trade 
unions and the public at large. It was 
believed that the Cotu executive board had 
prejudiced investigations in the process. 

Ogutu not to be so easily shoved 
aside. esther. By the beginning of th. 
week. he said he wbuld not quit his job 
in spite of the suspension order. He 
would, he said. defend his post in the 
coming elections. In fact. he warned. he 
might even take a shot at the post of 
secretary-general, now occupied by 
Boy. who will certainly be defending it. 
Ogutu claimed that Boy has been trying 
10 eliminate him from the trade union 
movement but charged that the manner 
by which Boy had sought to achieve this 
was unconstitutional. 

Boy apparently convened a board 
meeting on learning of Ogutu’s letter. 
The decision to suspend Ogutu was 
widely contested but still managed to go 
through, aided largely by the 
abstentions of some board members. 
Reports later said that some of the 
board members even tried unsuccess- 
fally to have the discussion on the letter 
removed from the agenda. Omido 
himself is said to have been against 
discussing the letter during the board 
meeting. but apparently his opposition 
did not prevail. which left the way 
virtually open for Boy. 

The Cotu board's meeting drew 
additional opposition from the Cotu

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deputy secretary-general, Mr. James 
Karebe, and from Mr. Walter Adell, 
secretary-general of the Kenya 
management staff association who both 
felt that Ogutu's suspension was not 
valid. Karebe and Adel! are prominent 
ip a coalition referred to as the “labour 
front” which does not hold Boy's 
leadership with much regard. The two 
labour front men felt that Boy was 
irying to use the Cotu as a 
smokescreen from whose cover he 
would launch attacks on officials not 
particularly loyal to him. They fett that 
with the Cotu general election coming 
in May. the minister of labour should 
order the board to cease functioning. a 
measure which they thought would stop 
Boy short of achieving his aims. 

The latest quarrel] within the ranks of 
Cotu's mandarins appears to be just a 
new phase of the old wrangling that has 
bedevilled the organisation for years.

PORTUGUESE-INSPIRED CAHORA-BASSA PAY RAISE CANCELLED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 26 Jan 81 pp 1, 4 


[Excerpts] "Once again we must defend Cahora-Bassa," Lt Col Armando Guebuza, 
member of the FRELIMO Party Permanent Political Committee, advised workers of 
Cahora-Bassa Hydroelectric Enterprise SARL [HCB], meeting with them yesterday in 
Songo. At that meeting, the high party and government official labeled the 
decision by the HCB's Portuguese administrators to increase the wages of the 
firm's Mozambican employees by 20 percent as illegal and an attack on our 
sovereignty. 


The wage increase, which had already been announced to the workers a few days 

ago, is directly contrary to the spirit and letter of Law 4/80, and hence was 
rejected by the minister of labor. It is noted that the increase was decided in 
Lisbon, unilaterally, at a meeting attended only by the firm's Portuguese managers, 
who constitute the majority on the Administrative Council. On learning of the 
decision, the Mozambican administrators called attention to the fact that it was 
illegal. Nonetheless, the Portuguese administrators decided to uphold it and 
announced it to the workers. 


Guebuza, who is secretary of the party's Central Committee and national political 
minister-comm!ssioner of the FPLM [People's Armed Forces for the Liberation of 
Mozambique], explained yesterday to the company's employees why the wage increase 
was contrary to our law and hence could not be granted. "We do not accept that 
decisions regarding Mozambique can be made outside Mozambique," the official 
stressed, noting this was a matter of our sovereignty, “sovereignty won with the 
blood and sacrifice of the Mozambican people," as he emphasized. At another 
point, he said: 


"They used to say that we were adult children, naturally lazy, loafers. But we 
are not children, and we are not lazy, and it is we who will make the decisions 
about our lives and our future. We took up arms and defeated the colonialists 
to win this right." 


The minister-commissioner arrived in Songo on Saturday, accompanied by Antonio 
Branco, minister of industry and energy, Joao Baptista Cosme, first secretary of 
the party and governor of Tete Province, and Maj Gen Salvador Mutumuke, commander 
of the Central Military Region. The group also included other officials of the 
party and state and the defense and security forces. 
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As soon as he arrived, Guebuga met with provincial and district officiale and 
members of the secretariat of the party cell at WCB. The meeting was also 
attended by the Mozambican representative on the company's Administrative Counci), 
deputies of people's assemblies at several levels and other party and state 
officials in Cahora-Basea District. 


Before he met with all the workers, Guebuza aleo had a meeting with the HCB ad- 
ministrators, including Antunes da Silva, the only Portuguese administrator present 
in Songo, and with the service directors. At that time, the minister~-commiselioner 
noted that "the central government organe were deeply shocked by the attitude 

of the firm's Administrative Council in determining the wage increase." Such an 
attitude, he declared, was considered "an attack against the sovereignty of the 
People's Republic of Mozambique." 


For his part, Antunes da Silva, the Portuguese representative on the council, 
sought to justify that attitude. At the end of the meeting, he said he was 
pleased to have had the chance to discuss the matter with the Mozambican authori- 
ties. 





Inetrument of Liberation 


Armando Guebuza recalled that he had met with HCB employees back in October 1974, 
At that time, he had found that raciem and tribaliem were still very strong and 
alcoholiem was almost general. Today, although these vegative aspects have been 
greatly reduced, they have not disappeared entirely and must still be combated. 


"All the Mozambican workers here must aseume the tasks outlined by FRELIMO for 
Cahora-Basea, to make it an instrument of peace, progress and freedom," said the 
high official. He added that he felt that even HCB's foreign workers (mostly 
Portuguese) should also assume these tasks, because in so doing they would be 
helping to strengthen the relations of friendship and solidarity between the 
Mozambican and Portuguese peoples. 


Conc luding his remarks, which were enthusiastically applauded by the workers, 

Lt Gen Acmando Guebuza said the present action was part of a broader combination 
of measures to resolve some of the political and social problems confronting HCB 
and the town of Songo. He offered some guidelines in this respect and also 
emphasized the strong sense of discipline chat the current phase, particularly 
the implementation of the state plan demanded of all the Mozambican workers.

UNSATISFACTORY SITUATION FOUND IN CABO DELGADO 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 12 Feb 81 p 3 


[Excerpta] Pemba--To become acquainted with the political, social and economic situation 
in the district of Chiure, through direct contact with the party and estate entities, 

and with the population, was the main purpose of the visit paid to that region by 

the first provincial secretary of the FRELIMO Party and governor of Cabo Delgado, 

Maj Gen Armando Panguene, from 27 to 31 January of this year. 





"My mission here in the district of Chiure is aimed specifically at backing the local 
entities,” was the statement made by Maj Gen Armando Panguene during the firet meet- 
ing held there with the party and state entities. He subsequently added: “Ir is 
also our desire to eliminate forever the current critical deterioration of tne 
provincial entities whereby the districts are suffering from the lack of leadership 
capacity." 


In making such statements, the party and state leader meant to say that, while one 
of the leading causes behind this lack of leadership capacity in the districts lies 
in the critical lack of cadres, it is also a fact that the provincial organs have 
not (at least until quite recently) been paying proper attention to the problems 
confronting thos areas on all levels. It is not superfluous to cite, in this 
regard, the fact that certain provincial leaders do not know how their branches 
operate in the district, much less the political, social and economic situation in 
the latter. 


‘ve following negative features are prominent: 


\ slight influence within the community of the party entities which, relegating their 
true mission as a leadership organ to a secondary level, are involved in work (often 
of a bureaucratic nature) that does not pertain to them and that is performed so 
poorly that it causes not only minor misunderstandings with the population, but 

1iso lack of coordination between the latter and the state organs; 


reappearance among the population (in view of the lack of the aforementioned 
political work) of feudal-traditional practices, specifically, initiation rites, 
sicoholiem, prostitution and adultery, among others; 


ve state of abandonment in which the development of the communal villages has been 
left, etving the erroneous impression that the true purpose of the communal village 
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is to concentrate the population in a certain locality, without heeding the impor- 
tance of, and need for collective production and the building of economic and 
social infrastructures of a socialiat nature. 


This means that there is but little difference between the present villages in the 
district of Chiure and the old settlements, even in relation to the president of 
the village, who ise regarded as almost a substitute for the petty chief. 


These negative features and several others that were noted found fertile ground 
among 4 population which for many years suffered a horrible process of subjection, 
through the atrong influence wielded during the colonial period by the feudal 
authorities and by religious organizations that were acting in league with the power 
entities, 


in brief, these are some of the main observations made during the vieit of Governor 
Armando Panguene to the district of Chiure; however, it might be added that many 
othe: s exist, which from a general standpoint reflect deepseated anomalies in the 
leadership of that district.

NEEDED ASSISTANCE TO PRIVATE SECTOR

[Excerpts] The raising of the technological level in family farming is a necessity 

at present that reality cannot deny, in the difficult battle of the plan that we are 
now beginning. In the rural areas there are several factors indicating an urgent 

need for increasingly close contact between the technician and the farmer. Some of 
the negative effects resulting from this lack of contact, which are still in evidence, 
were discussed the day before yesterday by engineer Zdravco Popgavrilov, a technician 
in the service of the Agricultural Enterprise of Maputo, in response to a series of 
questions asked by the farmers and livestock raisers of Magude, during his recent 
visit to that district in Maputo Province. 








Engineer Zdraveo Popgavrilov told our newspaper: "I am certain that there has never 
been any direct actior by the state to introduce new standards for the growing of 
staple products to the farmers in the family sector. As a general rule, when one 
talks about technology in agriculture, the reference is merely to the state sector, 
and part of the organized private sector, keeping the family farmer deprived of 
that technology. The state only guarantees him the distribution of seed, with no 
control over how it is sown on the land and treated.” 


Going into detail on this topic, that technician added that, in order to make family 
farming a profitable activity, it is necessary to provide this information to the 
farmer, who has never had access to a school, but who displays a great willingness 


to work.

POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT LOOKS AT COALITLON PROSPECTS 
Windhoek DIE SULDWESTER in Afrikaans 26 Jan 81 pp 1, 4 


[Text] Windhoek -- The word coalition is beginning to surface more frequently 
with respect to the Southwest's problems and the subsequent role of the internal 
parties as an alternative to SWAPO in a possibly free election. 


Talk about a coalition had already begun to surface in Geneva and since then, 

in their political commentaries, several South African newspapers began to point 
out the possibility that the internal parties could form a coalition with the 
aim of defeating SWAPO at the polls if there is an election. 


Now a reference to this has again been made by Dirk Mudge, the chairman of the 
Ministerial Council and the leader of the DTA/RP [Democratic Turnhalle Alliance/ 


Republican Party). 


According to a report in Friday's BEELD, Mudge has reportedly told members of 
the Presidential Council who visited the South west and the operational area 
last week: 


"We have not yet worked out our constitutional plan, but we are definitely not 
thinking in terms of a certain number of white seats, but rather in terms 
of a coalition..." 


In a main article early last week, BEELD commented that one of the plus points 
of the Geneva deliberations was that “the democratic parties had evidently found 
each other again and that the realization of international realities has swept 
away many unnecessary mistrusts. If from now on they can form a united front 
with respect to the outside world, it will also make it a great deal easier to 
dare face the problems of the Southwest." 


RAPPORT 


Earlier, Johan Vosloo, RAPPORT's representative in London, wrote the following 
comment regarding his view of the Geneva deliberations: “One would like to 
believe that the Geneva deliberations have brought DTA and AKTUR [Action 
Committee for the Preservation of the Turnhalle Principles] closer together. 
The requirements for joint action against SWAPO are becoming clearer and the 
putting aside of differences all the more necessary." 
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According to RAPPORT it ia unthinkable that the struggle againeat SWAPO can he 
conducted through a aultitude of parties. 


"Election agreements must be concluded so that at least a strong coalition can 
be presented as an antipode, because an election is unavoidable." 


This newspaper is of the opinion that Jan de Wet, a member of the Executive 
Committee, is one of the people who can act as a “bridge-builder" in thie reapect. 


In the course of an interview with DIE SULDWESTER in Geneva, A. H. de Plessis, 

the leader of the Nationalist Party of Southwest Africa, labeled the collaboration 
between the various internal parties in an election against SWAPO as “the music 
of the future." 


Also in Geneva, Executive Committee Member Eben van Zijl, the senior deputy 
chairman of the Nationalist Party, stated in the course of an interview that 
there must be an alternative to the military struggle, while SWAPO must be 
defeated militarily and politically or "accommodated." 


However, he does not regard the DTA as an alternative, because the DTA has not 
inspired trust. 


De Wet 


In Geneva, Jan de Wet told DLE SULDWESTER that negative reaction and contraditions 
must be expected when a group of parties go to take part in deliberation. in 

an uncoordinated manner. On the other hand, SWAPO has made an impact with its 
showing of solidarity. In Windhoek, the DTA/RP newspaper commented that the 
"hope" rests on De Wet to bring the parties togecher. 


According to the BEELD's Friday report, Mudge also stated that greater unity 
among the internal parties will be the first step toward “success” in the 
Southwest. He voiced the opinion that things would have gone better if the 
Southwest had gone to Geneva united as a national assembly.

NONWHITE DTA OFFICIAL REBUKED; UN ATTITUDE CONDEMNED

[Text] Chaos will reign in Southwest Africa if the South African army is with- 
drawn from the region in an irresponsible manner, stated Eben van Zijl, 4 member 
of the Executive Committee. 


He was commenting on the statement made by K. Kaura of the DTA [Democratic 
Turnhalle Alliance] to the effect that in order to insure a cease-fire in South- 
west Africa the South African army must be withdrawn. 


"In no way can we agree with such a point of view. This is a very irresponsible 
attitude. The entire independence process has been followed along with South 
Africa and its army is the guarantee that the whites will remain here," said 
Van Zijl. 


With respect to the report by the secretary general of the United Nations on the 
subject of the Geneva conference, Van Zijl said that this report demonstrated more 
clearly than anything else the correctness of the accusation of United Nations’ 
partiality to SWAPO, 


Consequently it is difficult to see how independence can be achieved by collabor- 
ating with the United Nations if this organization persists on carrying on with 
this attitude. 


As long as they are purposely partial, Resolution 435 cannot be implemented. It 
should be made known to the world that if Resolution 435 cannot be implemented 
the blame for this falls upon the United Nations and not on South Africa. 


Solution 


"We shall continue with our efforts to seek a solution for our problems in 
collaboration and in consultation with people who have the interest of Southwest 
Africa at heart. Perhaps there are more of this kind of people than is generally 
realized," stated Van Zijl. 


Last night in a statement he made in Capetown, Foreign Minister Pik Botha said 
that the report appears to be incomplete and that it emphasizes the United 
Nations’ partiality for SWAPO. 


"This report is going to render the search for an internationally acceptable 
solution within the framework of the United Nations more difficult, but I will 
have a better idea about this after I have studied the complete text of the 
report.” 
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UN TASK FORCE HOUSING, OBJECTIVES OF MISSION DISCUSSED 
Windhoek DIE SUILDWESTER in Afrikaans 26 Jan 81 p 4 


[Text] If ever some day a settlement is reached on the Southwest and the UN 
plan for an election and independence is implemented, then UNTAG will be coming 
here and housing will have to be found for about 10,000 soldiers, policemen and 
officials in Windhoek and in other places in the Southwest. 


It is not clear as to how this can be done, especially if one considers the fact 
that there is a bad housing shortage in Windhoek and even now there is a need for 
200 houses and 200 apartments to meet present demand. 


UNTAG will consist of both a military and a civilian component and five depart- 
ments will be carrying out the tasks contained in the settlement plan. 


The military component, which will consist of 7,500 soldiers, most of whom will 
be deployed in the north, will be under the command of Gen Prem Chand. In 
addition there will be 360 experienced policemen from abroad for the purpose 
of monitoring the local police. 


Secretary General Kurt Waldheim will also be appointing an internationally known 
legal expert, a Danish judge, Prof Carl Norgaard, to assist his special rep- 
resentative Martti Ahtisaari as a legal advisor. Norgaard will also have an 
entire legal team at his service. 


A chief administrative official will be responsible for all of UNTAG's administra- 
tive work (personnel, finances, supplies, orders, logistics etc.). 


During the cease-fire period and until the elections, about 170 senior UN 
Secretariate officials will be in the Southwest. They will be assisted by about 
230 general personnel members. 


During the voter registration period up to the certification of the results of 
the election, which will take about 4 months, an additional 200 persons will be 
employed for this and during the voting period itself 620 additional people will 
be working at the ballot boxes. 


In the Southwest itself, about 1,000 persons will be recruited for the purpose 
of performing general tasks such as drivers, interpreters and other work. 
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Ahtisaari's job te to satiafy himself about the good behavior of the local police, 
that the Administrator General shall see to it that the police carry out their 
work in a competent manner and that UN personnel accompany them when they perform 
a duty. 





While the primary responsibility for maintaining Law and order will rest on the 
local police force, this will be monitored by the 360 foreign policemen. 


The police monitors will be stationed in about 30 district and subordinate 
offices throughout the Southwest. The offices will be so situated as to make 
it possible for the monitors to visit all police offices. The commander of the 
monitore will be located in Windhoek at UNTAG's headquarters and he will carry 
out his work through six district headquarters located at the various centers 
of the region. 


In addition to the monitors, UN officials will be supervising the process from 
the start of the registration of voters to the certificationof the results and 
will do so in district centers located in 25 towns and in 18 other centers. 


They will be giving their attention to problems, difficulties, differences and 
complaints on any aspect of the election process in collaboration and incon- 
sultation with the local officials and party leaders. 


They will be investigating any complaints about intimidation, malpractices, 
misuse of force, interference with the free expression of political opinions, 
etc. 


Paul Hartling, the UN high commissioner for refugees, estimates that about 
40,000 refugees and detainees will be allowed to return to the region and to 
take part in the election. 


According to Hartling, he thinks he has possibly appropriate places located near 
or at access places. He does not think he will have any problems in getting 
Places where they will be able to spend the night. 
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DEMOCRATIC TURNHALLE ALLIANCE ATTITUDE VIEWED WITH MISTRUST

[Text] As expected, the Democratic Turnhalle Alliance (DTA) is now trying very 
hard to capitalize on the developments of the recent Geneva deliberations. 


In so doing its leader, Mr Mudge, already started out with these very delibera- 
tions when in his address he made the claim that the DTA has the support of all 
"Namibians ." 


It would even get this support from as far away as “from the Orange to the Kunene 
and from the Atlantic Ocean to the Zambesi.” 


Of course this is not so. In Geneva, the DTA apparently forgot that the whites, 
the Basters and the Damaras have rejected the DTA in legal elections and that 
there are a great many signs that its much vaunted solidarity is no longer as 
strong as it appeared. 


The DTA itself is to blame for this. In its efforts to become an alternative 

for SWAPO (and there is merit in this), and in doing so with massive financial 
and other kinds of help, (which raises questions about the impartiality of South 
Africa with respect to the internal Southwest Africa parties...while the United 
Nations’ partiality is now being emphasized,..and correctly so) the DTA has thrown 
ethnicity overboard and in the process has created an order of things which, 
instead of “unity in diversity" has led to mistrust, opposition and divisiveness 
among the whites and among thousands of compatriots of different color. 


This is the legacy of the DTA and now that it realizes that a reevaluation of 

the entire Southwest Africa situation, such as is also being proposed by the 
administrator general and by Jan de Wet of AKTUR [Action Committee for the 
Preservation of the Turnhalle Principles] can perhaps lead to a new constitutional 
arrangement and even to the dissolution of the unacceptable composition of the 
National Assembly and Ministerial Council by which the DTA is now trying to make 
capital out of the Geneva deliberations. 














It is even going further by trying to inapire ite declining following by 
atrumming the strings of sentimental patriotiem and to encourage it with vague 
generalizations such as the ideal of a “united nation,” “mutual loyalty” and 
other impractical political fantasies.

In the first issue of NUUSBRIEF, the mouthpiece of the Chamber of Commerce, he 
states: "We do not begrudge the existence and the ties maintained by other 
language or color groups in their own midst and we expect that nobody shall deny 
us this right." 





According to the report, the leadership and members of the Chamber of Commerce 
were completely surprised with the lively reaction which ensued upon the foundation 
of the chamber. 


"We now have business people from every possible sector of the business community 
as members: solicitors, auditors, hotel keepers, insurance salesmen and brokers, 
store keepers, bankers, printers, architects, etc." 


In the report, Hamman says that the healthy interest is an indication of the 
requirement by Afrikaner businessmen to be able to communicate in the framework of 
white Afrikanership. 


He points out that many businessmen have approached the chamber's management after 
the old Afrikaans Chamber of Commerce, "which now is being referred to as the 
Windhoek Chamber of Commerce, made the decision to amend its constitution so 

that any businessman could join.” 


Hamman said that his chamber believes in keeping ties with other organized 
groups of the business community "and we have no swords to cross with any other 
business organization. We simply want the right to take care of our affairs in 
our manner." 


In another report it was announced that teachers and government officials can 
become associated members of this chamber as of this year, The management 
believes that select people from the educational field and the civil service can 
be of great benefit for the chamber.

DTA APPEALS FOR UNITY, CLAIMS SOME SUCCESS IN GENEVA

[Text] The Democratic Turnhalle Alliance (DTA) is the only alternative for a 
SWAPO government in Southwest Africa. This is the one message which was 
sounded out from the recent Geneva deliberations on Southwest Africa/Namibia 
to the people of this region. 


Briefly, for the people of Southwest Africa/Namibia, this means that a choice 
must be made between the DTA and SWAPO. No other party in this country can have 
a decisive influence on the future of Southwest Africa. 


They can do a lot to strengthen the DTA's hand against SWAPO, but then there 
has to be a complete change of heart among some of these parties. 


It was heartening to see that some of these parties have already begun to play 
a more positive role, as was evidenced in Geneva. 


The inhabitants of the Southwest (and especially the supporters of the white 
Nationalist Party) will have to realize that the DTA is not the enemy of the 
country, but that the enemy is SWAPO.

In the course of the recent conference in Geneva, the DTA made incredible 
breakthroughs for the internal Southwest parties, but the fact was that nobody 
was interested in the other Southwest parties. Everybody accepted the DTA as 
the voice of the internal parties. 


It is true that in certain instances there were negotiations with the other 
Southwest parties, but in most cases this was done in an attempt to weaken the 
DTA's cause. In this respect, America's Don McHenry was the big scapegoat for 
playing off the internal parties one against the other. 
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The fact that he was not able to hurt the DTA with this ploy attests to the spirit 
of collaboration which was manifest in Geneva between the internal parties. 
These parties realized that if the DTA were hurt they would not remain unscathed. 


This positive attitude was one of the bright points of the deliberations as far 
as the inhabitants of the Southwest are concerned.

It is the DTA which 
rules the country at this moment and it has much more important things to do 
than to start all over with a Turnhalle conference. 


In the eyes of the world, the DTA has won e place for itself and for the people 
of the Southwest. It presented its viewpoints clearly and they were received 
in a positive manner. 


One of these viewpoints is that it represents a democratic party and that it 
wants to set up a democracy in the Southwest with everything that goes along 
with it. 


Opposing the DTA there is SWAPO, which thus far has been regarded throughout 
the world as the only and true representative of the people of Southwest Africa/ 
Namibia. 


Thanks to the efforts of the DTA at the Geneva conference, SWAPO is no longer 
seen in this role. The DTA has opened up the world's eyes once and for all and 
in the process has also unmasked SWAPO. 


In Geneva, SWAPO demonstrated once again that it is a lackey of Russia. During 
its press conference the old stereotyped phrases of the past 20 years were 
repeated again. 


There were no replies from SWAPO during the DTA's pronouncements to the effect 
that it has accepted full independence for Southwest Africa/Namibia, that it 
is fighting for a democratic order, a free economy and that it has already 
Created a society free of discrimination. [It did aot even wish to make a 
Statement on the order that it wants to set up in the Southwest.

SWABANK TAKEOVER ADVANTAGES, DISAPPOINTMENT NOTED

[Text] Although 51 percent of the SWABANK (Southwest Africa Bank) shares were 
turned over to the Dresdner Bank of West Germany yesterday there is the possi- 
bility that those shares, or a portion of them, will be taken over by SPOM 
(Association of Bankers Having Interests in Africa). Thie is what the managing 
director of SPOM, Dr Gunter Schmitz-Linnarts, said yesterday in Windhoek when 
he held out the possibility that the banks involved in this matter may bring a 
lot of business to Southwest Africa in the future. 





He said that thus far SWABANK has been a local bank with few international ties. 
With this new development SWABANK now will have international ties. He also 
said that Dresdner and the banks in the pool are not interested in holding more 
than 51 percent of the SWABANK shares. 


Dresdner will now have the majority of directors, but directors can also be 
appointed from the other banks which have ties with Dresdner. 


Dr Schmitz-Linnartz said that with Southwest Africa standing on the threshold 
to independence there will also be greater economic independence. He is of the 
opinion that his bank group can help the Southwest gain greater economic 
independence. With these bank connections, industrial countries may find it 
more attractive to get involved in Southwest Africa. 


He knows that Dresdner Bank is running a risk in taking over the shares, but 

he still thinks that this is a good investment. When asked what he thinks about 
the possibility of nationalization in the event that SWAPO takes over the 
government, he replied saying that SWAPO will also be in need of banks. However 
his experience in Africa shows that countries there do not become Marxist and 

if they do, they do not remain Marxist for long. 


Yesterday SWABANK also issued a full report on the shares transactions between 
Ben Mouton and Dresdner. The report states that Ben Mouton had gotten into 
financial troubles and when he did, this was published in the press. This caused 
undesirable publicity for the bank. 








“Consequently, when negotiations took place, in terma of which Mr Mouton was to 
be replaced by Dreadner ae the shareholder of SWABANK, the management d-cided 
to support the transaction, because this would assuredly have nothing but 
advantages for SWABANK."

The tact ie that Dresdner has acquired a 5l-percent contolling interest in 
SWABANK. Thie is nothing but a takeover by a foreign bank which has now 
acquired a foothold in the Southwest's economy.

With the takeover by Dresdner, these conditions are no longer valid and therefore 
SWABANK is nothing more than a branch of another foreign bank. A bank which was 
supposed to maintain its Southwest character is now in foreign hands.

NDJOBA'S APPEAL TO WAMBOS — Refugees from Angola and Wambo, men and women, mu®t 
stop rushing to bigger communities in search of jobs. It is better for thom to 
return to Ovambo to help in the production of food for the people. This urgent 
appeal was made to his people yesterday by the chief minister of Ovambo, fet : 
Cornelius Ndjoba, in connection with the hundreds of jobless blacks who roam 
around in Windhoek and other towns in the region. "People who do not want to 
work are robbing their own people. Black refugees from Angola have been allowed 
to remain in Ovambo and to work there by Wambo chiefs. But they do not want to 
work. Along with many other Wambos they are streaming into towns to look for jobs 
where there are none." This is what Pastor Ndjoba said. According to Pastor 
Ndjoba there are also many Wambo girls who are leaving their land are rushing to 
towns to look for jobs. These girls become pregnant and bear children with the 
result that then there is no food for the new arrivals. "I want to call upon thes 
girls to return to their land. There is enough work for everybody here in Ovambo. 
We can produce enough food to feed our people. There will also be food for the 
children who are now suffering from hunger in the towns. It is correct that some 
of my people are working in factories and offices, but there is not enough work 
for everybody. We must, therefore, produce food for other people. We have 
sufficient land for growing mahango, sorghum, beans, pumpkins, green beans and 

a variety of vegetables. Our land was given to us by God. We must work and 
protect it,” Pastor Ndjoba said.

LACK OF DOCUMENTATION OF CUSTOMARY LAWS DECRIED 
Kaduna NEW NIGERIAN in English 13 Feb 81 p 17 


{Text} The Solicitor-General and Permanent Secretary in the Kwara “tate ‘in 
try of Justice, Mr. M. A. Medupin, has decried the deficiency in documen: ing 
Nigeria's customary law. 


Addressing a conference of Kwara State area court judges and inspectors in ‘lorin, 
Mr. Medupin emphasised the importance of the area courts within the judiciary and 
urged area court judges to contribute their quotas to the codification of customary 
laws. 


He called on the judges to supervise their administrative staff effectively so as 
to ensure that justice was dispensed fairly. 


He also told the judges to ensure that their honesty and integrity were never brough! 
into disrepute. 


The solicitor-general advocated the establishment of a continuous legal education 
programme that would keep the judges of lower courts abreast of new legal develop- 
ments. 


In an address, a judge of the Kwara State High Court, Justice A.A.M. Ekundayo, warned 
against the miscarriage of justice “through avoidable mistakes of law and facts." 


He stressed that records sent by the area court judges to the high court should be 
comprehensive.

DAM ON DAKURA RIVER--A dam with a storage capacity of 19.5 million cubic metres ot 
water would soon be constructed on Dakua River in Kankia Local Government area otf 
Kaduna State. The project, which is under the state rural water supply scheme, 

is aimed at alleviating the perennial acute shortage of water in the northern part 
of the state. Briefing the state governor, Alhaji Abdulkadir Balarabe Musa, at 
the site of the dam during a tour of Kankia Local Government area, the Chief Engin- 
eer for the state's Water Board, Dr. Z.A. Mughal, said the dam when completed, 
would serve Dallaja, Doro, Ingawa, Yandoma and Aganta areas, all in the northern 
part of the state. He told the governor that tenders for the construction of the 
dam had been advertised and actual work on the site was expected to start in August, 
this year. Mr Mughal said the proposed dam would cover an area of about 5.3 square 
kilometres with a maximum depth of 12 metres, adding that the stored water would be 
able to irrigate 600 hectares of land. He said a treatment plant to purify about 
one million gallons of water daily would be constructed at the dam site. A net- 
work of 36 kilometres of pumping and transmission mains would also be constructed 
for effective and efficient distribution of water in project areas.

Appearing last Thursday before Mr. Justice P.A.P.J. Allen at the High Court in 
Kampala, the plaintiff in the case Lt. Col. Anthony Bazalaki said he joined the 
Uganda Army in 1965 and served in the same until June 1977 before he fled into 
exile in Sweden. 


In the issue of UGANDA TIMES 14, 1979, [as published] photographs of people said to 
be members of the notorious State Research Bureau were published naming the plain- 
tiff as Mumanya. The people then identified the photograph as that of Lt. Col. 
Bazalaki who was immediately arrested and kept under close guard. 


It was said that Lt. Col. Bazalaki, who was then a member of the then National Con- 
Ssultative Council (NCC), made a strong statement protesting against the appearance 
of his photograph in the Press and also wrote a letter of protest to the Chief of 
Intelligence in the President's office on January 3, 1980. 


In his submissions, the Counsel for the plaintiff, Mr. Jonathan Kateera, said the 
publication exceedingly hurt his client's reputation. His feelings and pride were 
badly injured and so were those of the members of his family. He further argued 
that his client's life was in danger: in the public and in the Army many people 
resented or rejected him. 


Mr. Kateera suggested general damages of Shs 60,000/- by way of compensation. Judge- 
ment was reserved until today, February 4, 1981, at 8.45 a.m.

BREAD, STOCKFEED PRICE INCREASES--The Government has increased the price of bread 
with immediate effect. According to a GAZETTE notice published on Friday the price 
of stockfeeds has also gone up. Super white bread will now be sold at a retail 
price of 53n, milk bread 41n, twist bread 73n, German bread 65n and naan bread 46n. 
The increases cover all flour products such as semolina whose maximum retail price 
for a 500 ramme pack is now 79n. According to the GAZETTE the maximum retail price 
for a 90 kg bag of super white flour is K50.52. As for stockfeeds, broiler started 
marsh in 25 kg packs will retail at a maximum price of K8.24; and horse feed marsh 
at K5.79.
